- STUDY COMMITTEE — COUNTY HOME BUILDING 


The Committee met on December 16, 1959, called by the Dele- 
gation Sub-Committee Chairman, Rep. A. H. McAllister. Meet- 
ing held in the Court House. Members of the Delegation on the 
Committee are: Representatives McAllister, O’Shan, Maclsaac, 
Prescott, Smith, Watson, Normandin, Varrell and Atwood. From 
the public, Chairman Walter Varrell has appointed Doctors Per- 
ley, Brody and Eckels, Mr. Haven Flanders, Mrs. Dorothy G. 
Meredith and Mr. Jason Sloan, also the other two County Com- 
missioners.. : 

The group elected Rep. McAllister as chairman, and Rep. At- 
wood as clerk. It was decided that the committee divide itself into 
three groups, with a County Commissioner on each group, each 
division to study two of the questions decided upon by the Dele- 
gation Sub-Committee. 

Questions 1 and 3 — Shall the County continue to accept con- 
valescent patients? and — Shall County construct new County 
Home in addition to proposed 40 bed infirmary?’ 

Messrs. Normandin, Varrell, Perley, Brody, San a Mrs. 
Meredith, 

Questions 2 and 6—Shall present County Home site be re- 
tained? and Shall portions of county property be sold to help 
finance new construction? 
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Messrs. McAllister, MacIsaac, Prescott, Sloan and Flanders, and 
Com. Stafford. 

Questions 4 and 5 —Shall farming operations be eliminated? 
and Shall the County Jail and House of Correction be discon- 
tinued? 

Messrs Watson, Eckels, O’Shan, Com. Norman Hubbard and 
Mrs. Atwood. 

The groups met separately, chose their chairmen, and arranged 
for group meetings. 


Chairman for Group No. 1 — Rep. Varrell 
Chairman for Group No. 2 — Rep. MaclIsaac 
Chairman for Group No. 3 — Rep. Watson 





Chairman McAllister called to order at the Court House, on 
February 3, 1960, at 7:45 p.m., a meeting of the whole Study 
Group. All members were present except Dr. Eckels, Com. Hub- 
bard, and Rep. O’Shan. 


Mrs. Meredith read the report of Group No. 1 (Copy Appended) 
Rep. MaclIsaac read the report of Group No. 2 (Copy Appended) 


Rep. Watson was called on. Inasmuch as the members absent 
were all from his group, and they were reporting separately, he 
gave the report which he and Rep. Atwood were responsible for. 
Rep. Atwood gave a verbal report for Rep. O’Shan and Dr. 
Eckels. (Complete report later appended.) 

Discussion of reports ensued. It was decided that site is the 
first decision. The Chairman read the question and show of 
hands decided what the recommendations to the Delegation 
would be. 

Question 2. Voted to retain the present site with 25 acres of 
land. 

Question 4. Voted to eliminate farming operations over a 
period of years, as land is sold. 

Question 1. Voted to continue serving so-called convalescent 
patients. 

There was considerable discussion over the other items. Plans 
for the proposed Infirmary were shown, also maps showing prop- 
erty which can be sold. Dr. Perley voiced his disapproval of the 
present plans for an Infirmary. He and Dr. Brody withdrew their 
suggestion of having the Infirmary built near the Laconia Hospi- 
tal, mainly because the County Home makes use of House of 
Correction help to quite an extent. Rep. Atwood suggested build- 
ing a 60 bed building with 40 beds for the Infirmary and 20 for 
other inmates, thus doing away with the present building, called 
unsafe. Com. Smith stated the present Home was safe enough, in 
answer to a question. Tee ) 
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Question 6. Voted as outlined by group, under suggestion to 
build on present site and keep 25 acres of land. 

It was moved by Rep. Varrell, and seconded by Rep. Atwood, 
that the committee recommend to the convention that a 60 bed 
building be erected for the County. It was so voted with no neg- 
ative vote. Upon the suggestion that the vote be recorded as 
unanimous, Rep. Atwood declined, stating that her approval 
depended on the new building taking the place of the present 
Home. Rep. Watson also asked to be recorded as not voting 
for it. 

Question 3. On motion of Rep. MaclIsaac, it was voted to 
recommend the ultimate construction of a new County Home. 

Meeting adjourned at 10 p.m.

Gilford, N. H. — February 12, 1960 


The Belknap County Convention met at the Belknap Area 
for a lunch served by the management. After this, Chairman 
Varrell called the Convention to order. All members except Rep. 
Ayre, were present. Mrs. Meredith of the Study Group, Com. 
William Stafford, and Earl Anderson of the Union Leader were 
present. 

The Clerk read the call of the meeting, also the minutes of 
the Feb. 3 meeting, and the report of Dr. Eckels, received last 
night. Copies of the Reports of Group No. 1 and No. 2 were 
distributed. Group No. 3 will be sent to all members. 

A general discussion followed. 

Rep. Urie questioned how much land could be sold and con- 
tinue farming? Com. Smith reported 40 or 50 acres. The group’s 
report, given by Rep. Maclssac, was that all but 25 A. could be 
sold, and farming gradually discontinued. His committee esti- 
mated a minimum of $200,000.00 could be realized. Rep. Urie 
felt that another committee should be set up to study the sale of 
land without interfering with farming, and, when we have money 
in hand, we build. 

Rep. MaclIsaac replied that we have had three committees study 
the matter; all recommend selling the land. It should be sur- 
veyed, first, he thought. 

Rep. McAllister felt that the time had come to do something. 
He did not favor a large bond issue but thought that land should 
be sold to finance a better building. 

Rep. Lord questioned whether we had sufficient information 
on the questions which we must decide. She thought a policy 
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should first be adopted before we could determine the size build- 
ing needed. 

Rep. Maclsaac said the figure presented by the State Health 
Dept. was a 40 bed infirmary because that was the number of 
beds for our County’s population for which the Federal Govt. 
would share in erection costs. Estimate was $10,000.00 a bed. 

Rep. Atwood (Clerk) thought the decision should be simple. 
If the present Home is not safe, it should be replaced as soon 
as possible. If safe, we need no new building. She read latest 
figures secured from State Welfare, County Welfare Office, and 
State Board of Health to the effect that in the County we have 

A TOTAL of 317 beds licensed for Nursing Care patients of 
which 139 are Welfare Recipients, Belknap County Home is 
licensed for 110 beds with 42 Welfare Recipients, In addition, 
there are 18 Welfare Recipients receiving Nursing Care outside 
of our County, making a total of 157, of which the County Home 
takes care of only 42. 

She also called attention to the assessed value upon which the 
County pays taxes to Laconia, as given in Laconia Citizen of 
Monday. Rep. Maclsaac read this figure, amounting to an assess- 
ment of $113,150.00. This would bring the taxes to over $5,000.00 
paid on the farming operations. 

After some further discussion, it was moved by Rep. Snow 
that the reports of the study groups be accepted, seconded by Rep. 
O’Shan. Rep. Karagianis moved to amend by adding that a copy 
of the February 3 minutes be sent to each member of the Dele- 
gation. Amendment accepted by movers. 

Moved previous question So voted. 

Motion then unanimously adopted. 

On motion of Rep. Maclsaac, it was voted to send a letter of 
appreciation to those members outside the Convention who have 
served on the Study Group. 

On motion of Rep. Atwood, it was voted to express our ap- 
preciation to the Area Manager for his hospitality to us today. 

Rep. Harkins reported on the meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee. They were called in to approve the borrowing of money 
in anticipation of receiving County Taxes. This is in accordance 
with a law passed at the last session. 

Meeting adjourned at 2:30 p.m.

10 - ANNUAL REPORT 
guvonta: N. H. — March 1, 1960 


In the Court House, at 8:15 p.m., Chairman Varrell called 
to order the Public Hearing on the County Budget as sent to the 
Convention members on February 23. Present were Representa- 
tives McAllister, Lord, Snow, Lacaillade, Harkins, Ayre, Kara- 
gianis, Prescott, O’Shan, Maclssac, Varrell, Smith, Pickering, Urie, 
Atwood and Howe. The Commissioners were present as well as 
members of the general public. 

Chairman Varrell asked the Clerk to read the Budget, and it 
was requested by Rep. O’Shan that the same be read item for 
item. 

In the Revenue part of the Budget, it was noticed that the 
amount of taxes not paid in 1959 had not been added to the 
1960 revenue, and the Commissioners agreed that this was an 
oversight, and should be added to the 1960 Budget Revenue, 
thus reducing the amount to be raised by taxes from their figure 
of $147,885.40 to $140,734.16. 

The next item discussed was Expense of Officers. Com. Hub- 
bard stated that the reason the item was greater than estimated 
was because Belknap County was host to the State County Of- 
ficers’ Assn. this past year. The increase for 1960 was because of 
the intention to purchase two new adding machines. 

Com. Hubbard stated, in response to question, that the increase 
this year from “estimate of $7,500.00” to “actual $8,992.42” in the 
item “Care and Supplies for Court House” was because of added 
lights, purchase of a floor machine, and increase in cost of coal. 

For the Superior Court item, Clerk Robert Tilton was present 
and answered questions as to the increases in that budget. He 
said this was regulated by the number of cases which are tried, 
and the increase in Stenographers cost was caused by transcripts 
which must be made when cases go to the Supreme Court. Jurors’ 
pay has been increased by vote of the Legislature. The Sheriff was 
not present, but Atty. Tilton said he had authorized him to say 
that the item of $10,000.00, estimated for 1960, was ample even 
though the 1959 cost was $11,318.33. 

On the question of the County Home and Welfare in general, 
Com. Stafford explained that the changes in the Budget were 
caused by the increase in payments for nursing care, from $4 to 
$5 a day. The cost of the County Home was estimated at the 
1959 figure because the added cost was about matched by in- 
creased income. In the item for “Old Age Assistance” the item was 
changed from “Estimated for 1959, $12,000.00” “Actual for 1959, 
$11,421.51” to the estimate for 1960 of $17,500.00. 

Special Appropriation for the Home and Farm — 1959 estimate, 
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$6,100.00 1959 actual, $8,261.76— the estimate for 1960 of 
$3,656.00 was broken down into repairs, equipment, Roto-Tiller 
and Bathroom. 

The Sheriff Dept. had a request for $1,000 for equipment which 
includes 2 desks, 6 chairs, Finger Printing equipment and mis- 
cellaneous equipment. 

The Extension Service increase from $11,890.00 to $12,668.00 
was explained by County Agent Ballard, at the request of Chair- 
man Varrell. This consists mainly of increases in the salaries of 
clerical assistants. 

The Convention then took up the recommendations of the 
County Commissioners that a 60 bed Infirmary be built imme- 
diately on a site adjacent to the present buildings. 

The Commissioners were asked to present the project as to 
costs, needs, etc., and Com. Hubbard stated that the request was 
based on two facts, first: the Commissioners’ realization of the 
acute problem and its need for solution; second, it was based on 
the conclusions of the fact finding committee set up by the Con- 
vention. Their request was based on these facts as adopted by the 
Convention. He was reminded that the reports had been ac- 
cepted by the Convention but not adopted. He stated that, as 
this was a Public Hearing, he thought the public only should be 
heard. 

In response to this, Rep. MaclIsaac stated that early in the year 
the Convention voted to adopt the rules of the Legislature at its 
meetings, and that this meant that the Budget, as presented by 
the Commissioners, was subject to questions to them from mem- 
bers of the Convention. 

He proceeded, with the permission of the Chairman, to explain 
some features of the plan, answering questions posed by Repre- 
sentatives Urie, Ayre and others. Discussion brought out the same 
points as at the February 12 meeting. After Rep. MaclIssac men- 
tioned the name of Rep. Atwood as making the motion in the 
study group for a 60 bed Infirmary, Rep. Atwood asked the Chair- 
man for permission to speak and stated that the motion was made 
by Rep. Varrell, but she seconded it with the understanding that 
a building to replace the present Home be built if the present 
buildings are unfit to use. She stated that she had asked the Fire 
Marshal to make an inspection of the buildings to guide the Con- 
vention in its decision. 

Dr. Eckels spoke on the desirability of maintaining the farm, 
at least some portion of it, for the use it made of House of Cor- 
rection inmates who would otherwise be idle. He said the profit 
from the farming operation was small but there was a profit. He 
said that 25 acres might be sufficient land to reserve if market 
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gardening was the sole farming operation, if a 20 cow herd were 
kept, 50 acres would be necessary. He favored even .an 80 bed 
Home, if needed, but a cold weather building. 

Mr. Harrington, of Laconia, spoke and stated that the present 
farming operations certainly could not be called a money making 
project. In response to questions about the Farm Bureau study, 
he called on the President of the Farm Bureau, Leslie Roberts 
of Belmont. Mr. Roberts said that his group favored some action 
to better conditions for the care of the aged, and said they felt 
that the County had an unnecessary investment in real estate in 
their present location. 

Mr. DuBlois, of Weirs Beach, spoke on the desirability of 
releasing the land for the future growth of Laconia. 

Hearing closed at 10:30 p.m.

Chairman Varrell called a meeting of the Convention, follow- 
ing the Hearing, with the above named Representatives present. 
The meeting was called to listen to a proposal from the Laconia 
Industrial Development Corp. Mr. Arthur O’Shea, president of 
the company, explained what some of its members proposed and 
stated that he had not contacted all the membership, but would 
do so, if the Convention favored the procedure. He spoke of the 
scarcity of land for growth in Laconia, and said they thought that 
possibly 40 to 50 acres of the County land would be ideal for 
development for light industry plants. Already, two companies 
have asked the L.I.D.C. to build plants for them. These would be 
landscaped buildings, set back from the street, with ample park- 
ing. He thought the area should first be surveyed, and thought 
the L.I.D.C. would be willing to do this, if the Convention de- 
sired. Other members present were Jason Sloan, Haven Flanders 
and R. DuBlois. Mr. Flanders suggested that, when the survey 
was made, the Convention might wish the L.I.D.C. to take over 
the total amount they desired to sell, under mutually agreeable 
terms. 

It was moved by Rep. Urie and seconded by Rep. Snow that 
the Delegation request L.I.D.C. to make a survey of the County

land, and report their recommendations for its proper use, and 
that they report to the Delegation sometime after May 15. 

Discussion ensued. 

It was so voted.

The Executive Committee meeting was called to order at 2:15 
by Chairman McAllister, in the Court Room. All members were 
present. Mr. Dana Beane, Jr., Mrs. Robertson and Mr. Whitman 
Ide of the Belknap Area Commission were present to explain 
their request for permission to borrow funds for improvements 
at the Area. This request was outlined, and a budget of Area ex- 
penses and income was also outlined in detail. Manager Warren 
Warner, of the Area, arrived and also answered the questions 
of the committee. 

Chairman Beane reported that the Area Commission was 
unanimous in requesting permission to borrow $40,000.00 in Long 
Term Notes to install a new T-Bar at the Area. It was proposed 
to pay the notes off in five years from income from the Area. 

Mr. Beane stated that a fiscal year of December 1 to November 
30 had been adopted to conform to the winter seasonal activities. 

After a thorough study of the Budget with answers provided 
by the Area Commissioners, it was moved by Rep. Snow, and 
seconded by Rep. Rollins that the Executive Committee express 
its appreciation to the Commission for its fine presentation of 
the needs and resources of the Area. It was so voted. 

In Executive session, it was moved by Rep. O’Shan, and sec- 
onded by Rep. Snow that the report of the Area Commission be 
accepted, and that the Executive Committee recommend to the 
Convention that the request of the Commission to borrow funds 
be approved. It was so voted.

The Executive Committee meeting was called to order by 
Chairman McAllister at 3:30 p.m. All members were present. 
The Budget was reviewed. The Commissioners arrived and 
answered questions on different items. 

The late tax payment from a town came in on January 15, 
they stated, and did not include the 10% interest required from 
December 7. 

In the discussion of income from the Institution, they said that 
the County Commissioners Assn. had voted to continue on the 
former method of payment from the Medical Pool for Old Age 
Assistance cases, rather than accept the grant of $5 per day. If 
this is changed, it will make necessary adjustments in both In- 
come and Expense for the Institution. The Commissioners told 
of recent changes in County Farm personnel. Mr. Carl Rollins 
has been hired as Superintendent at the farm for a salary of 
$4,800.00 a year. He lives outside the Institution but receives 
meals valued at $10.00 per month. The salary of Mr. and Mrs. 
Hayner remains the same, $500.00 per month with maintenance 
valued at $100.00. Mr. H. Hayner, Jr., is not now employed at 
the farm. The Boss Farmer and Housekeeper, Mr. and Mrs. Blake 
are leaving on April 1. It is anticipated that replacements will 
cost more. When asked how much should be added to the Budget 
for increased Expenditures, the Commissioners stated that 
$10,000 to $12,000 additional would be necessary. 

The Commissioners explained the special requests for the 
Sheriff's office and the Home. They were asked if they would 
give the Executive Committee a list of the furniture purchased 
for the County Home in 1959 and said they would. 

The Committee adjourned at 4:45 p.m.

Laconia, N. H. — March 29, 1960 


The Belknap County Convention met at the Court House to 
consider the request of the Area Commission for authority to 
borrow money. Called to order by Chairman Varrell at 7:45, all 
representatives except Rep. Karagianis were present, also Delegate 
Matheson. Members of the Area Commission present were Mrs. 
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Mary Robertson and Messrs. Beane, Lacaillade, Ide and Baker. 
Earl Anderson and Raymond Smith represented the press. Man- 
ager of the Area Warren Warner, attended. 

The Clerk read the minutes of the March 18 meeting of the 
Executive Committee at which they voted to recommend to the 
Convention the granting of the Area Commissioners’ request. 

Chr. Varrell called upon the Chairman of the Area Commis- 
sion, Mr. Dana Beane, Jr. who explained the budget as presented, 
and the request for money. He stated that the Area Commission 
had voted unanimously to make this request. He said they hoped 
to get authority to accelerate the payments if the income of the 
Area warranted it. 

Rep. Urie brought up the subject of connecting the Area with 
Ellacoya Beach, and Mr. Beane stated that this had been discussed 
with the State Recreation Dept. with whom they had conferred 
several times on matters pertaining to the Area. He said the 
State Recreation Dept. had been most cooperative. Rep. Hart in- 
quired about the possibility of improving the pond for swimming. 
After some questions and answers, it was moved by Rep. Mac- 
Issac, and seconded by Rep. Rollins that the Area Commission 
be requested to look into the possibility of securing the land con- 
necting the Area and the Ellacoya Beach, owned by Maurice 
Sawyer. Rep. Urie and others thought this should be done soon in 
view of the relocation project on Route 11, giving the Highway 
Dept. time to make necessary adjustments. Motion passed. 

Rep. Watson asked when the serial notes would be issued. Mr. 
Beane replied that if borrowing was approved, a schedule would 
be set up and the notes issued when the company was ready for 
construction. 

It was moved by Rep. MaclIsaac and seconded by Rep. O’Shan 
that “The County Convention authorize the Belknap Area Com- 
mission to borrow not more than forty thousand dollars ($40,- 
000.00) in serial notes for the construction of a T-Bar lift facility; 
that the notes mature at eight thousand dollars a year ($8,000.00) 
for a five year period, with the power to accelerate payments; pay- 
ments of notes and interest to be paid from Area receipts.” 

The Roll was called and the twenty members of the Convention 
present voted “yes.” The Chairman declared the motion unani- 
mously adopted. 

Mr. Beane stated that the estimate for income from the Area 
for March had been set at $30,000.00, the actual income was 
$41,131.00. 

Upon motion of Rep. Snow, the Convention adjourned at 8:30 
p-m. Following adjournment, fine pictures of the Area were shown 
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by Manager Warner assisted by Loran Percy, Area photographer. 
These pictures showed the location of the proposed T-Bar.

Laconia, N. H. — May 16, 1960 


The Executive Committee met at 2 p.m. in the Commissioners’ 
office, called to order by the Chairman, Rep. McAllister. Present 
were Representatives McAllister, Rollins, O’Shan, Varrell, Hark- 
ins and Atwood. The three Commissioners were present. 

Mr. Arthur O’Shea of the L.I.D.C. was present to give a pre- 
liminary report on the survey of his group. He said the com- 
mittee handling the project consisted of Messrs. Gallagher, Flan- 
ders, Messer, O’Shea and Dr. Perley. They had hired a profes- 
sional staff to make the survey which they would submit to their 
group for consideration, and would present an offer at the May 
19 meeting of the entire Convention. 

The Commissioners reported that another sum of money 
would be needed in anticipation of taxes. It was moved by Rep. 
O’Shan and seconded by Rep. Varrell that the Commissioners be 
authorized to borrow a sum not exceeding Forty ‘Thousand Dol- 
lars ($40,000.00) in anticipation of County taxes, this sum to be 
repaid on or before December 31, 1960. It was so voted unani- 
mously. The committee reviewed the county expenditures up to. 
April 30 and found the majority of them normal. The expenses 
of the County Home were discussed at length; the opinion of the 
Commissioners being that $10,000.00 or $12,000.00 would be 
necessary in addition to the amount recommended in the Budget. 
No definite action was taken on this issue, but the Commissioners 
said they would have more detail to present later. The Fire Mar- 
shal’s recommendations were discussed. The Commissioners 
promised to have estimates on this expense for Thursday night. 

The recommendations of the Municipal Audit department 
were brought up, 1) that the estimate of $1,700.00 on the Revenue 
side of the budget be removed 2) that the town which did not 
pay the County tax on time be billed for the accrued interest. 

A request was received from the Clerk of Court in regard to a 
set of books “Corpus Juris Secundum” which had been ordered by 
the Court for each county. The regular price of the set is 
$1,425.00. The price to the county is $891.00. The Clerk requested 
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an additional amount to secure a device whereby they might copy 
their own dockets. Saving in this line would be reflected in future 
years. It was moved by Rep. Rollins, and seconded by Rep. Hark- 
ins that the Executive Committee recommend the addition of 
$1,350.00 to the item “Superior Court” in the 1960 Budget. It was 
so voted. 

It was decided to meet at 7 p.m., prior to the meeting of the 
Convention to take up matters not settled today. The Clerk was 
asked to consult the County Solicitor on several items, also get in- 
formation concerning the County adopting the $5 per day grant 
for OASI cases instead of the medical pool payments. Meeting ad- 
journed at 4:15 p.m.

The Chairman called on Mr. Arthur O’Shea, president of 
L.1.D.C. who gave a report made by Gordon Ainsworth & Asso- 
ciates. Mr. Per Nylen of the Associates presented a plan of the 
proposed development of County land for industrial, residential 
and recreational use. The plan as outlined included all but 15 
acres of county land; this was informally agreed to be increased to 
25 acres. Mr. O’Shea said the L.I.D.C. had a prospective customer 
who would develop the property according to their wishes, and 
offered the sum of $200,000.00 (Two Hundred Thousand Dollars) 
for the approximately 400 acres involved. 

Mr. Gallagher and Mr. Guild spoke in favor of the proposal 
and Chr. Varrell read a letter from Mayor Huot of Laconia, also 
in favor. 
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It was moved by Rep. Urie and seconded by Rep. Howe that 
the report of L.I.D.C. be accepted. It was so voted. 

County Attorney O’Neill outlined the responsibility of the Con- 
vention. 

L.I.D.C. members left and the Convention took up considera- 
tion of the 1960 Budget. Rep. McAllister, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee asked the Clerk to read the recommenda- 
tions of his committee. 

1. Recommended that the sum of $1,300.00 be added to carry 
out the changes for fire safety asked by the State Fire Mar- 
shal. (Connecting the sprinkler system directly to Laconia 
Fire Alarm system — estimate $900.00) and (putting fire 
door in place of window opening on fire escape — estimate 
$375.00.) 

It was moved by Rep. O’Shan and seconded by Rep. Norman- 
din that the sum of $1,300.00 be added to the item “Repairs to 
County Home.” It was so voted. 

2. Recommended that the Commissioners ask the State Wel- 
fare Dept. to put OAA patients receiving nursing care at 
the County Home on the $5 per day grant rather than the 
Medical Pool payment plan. 

It was moved by Rep. Rollins and seconded by Rep. Pickering 
that the Convention request the Commissioners to ask the State 
Welfare Dept. to pay the $5 per day rate for OAA Nursing Home 
patients as voted in Chapter 268, Laws of 1959. It was so voted. 

3. Recommended that $1,350.00 be added to the item “Su- 
perior Court” in the Budget for the set of books ordered by 
the Court for all counties “Corpus Juris Secundum” — 
and for a device to copy dockets. 

It was so voted, upon motion by Rep. Normandin, seconded 

by Rep. Watson. 

4. Recommended that the County bill the town which paid its 
half-year tax after December 7, for the interest accrued. 

No action taken. 

The Executive Committee did not have a recommendation on 
the increase asked by the Commissioners for the County Home. On 
this point a long discussion ensued. ‘The Commissioners explained 
the increase in salaries at the Home. Rep. Maclssac read a report 
of the Sub-Committee on County Home. (Appended) 

It was moved by Rep. Urie and seconded by Rep. Hart that 
the Convention hold a Public Hearing on May 31 as to the ad- 
visability of selling County land as recommended by L.I.D.C., 
price to be determined; and that all matters pertaining to a new 
Infirmary await a meeting at some future time. Discussion ensued. 
It was so voted. 
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It was moved by Rep. MaclIsaac and seconded by Rep. O’Shan 
that the Convention authorize the Commissioners to bring in, 
within forty days, space studies for additions to or new construc- 
tion at the County Home, in line with their recommendations. 
Discussion ensued. It was so voted. 

Meeting adjourned at 10:45 p.m.

Laconia, N. H. — May 31, 1960 


The Convention met at the Court House at 8 p.m. to hold a 
public hearing on the question of selling county land. Present 
were Representatives Rollins, McAllister, Watson, Snow, Lord, 
Smith, Pickering, Urie, Howe, Atwood, Hart, Lacaillade, Nor- 
mandin, Harkins, Ayre, Prescott, O’Shan, Varrell and Delegate 
Matheson. County Attorney O’Neill and Commissioners Stafford 
and Hubbard were present and a number of citizens of the 
county. 

Mr. O’Shea, president of L.I.D.C. represented his group and 
told the advantages to the city and county which would follow 
the sale and development of the land. He called on Haven Flan- 
ders who outlined the probable cost of development — $700,000.00 
to $800,000.00 — and estimated the time needed would be from 
10 to 20 years. 

Mr. O’Shea responded to questions from the Convention mem- 
bers, stating that the purchaser would pay $200,000.00 cash for 
the land, would bring possibly 6 to 8 industries for the area, and 
would agree to work with the L.I.D.C. in planning new indus- 
tries. He called on Atty. Snierson who has the client willing to 
buy. Mr. Snierson spoke eloquently of the benefits which would 
follow the opening up of this land for development, and urged 
the members to look at the proposition as a whole. In response 
to several queries he stated that — 

1. His client would be willing to buy the whole tract, or take 

an option on the remaining 25 acres. 
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2. His client would be dealing through L.I.D.C. in bringing 
in new industries, and the county need have no fear as to 
heavy industry being brought into area. He (Mr. Snierson) 
would be on the Board of Directors and would guarantee 
that plans would be such that industry would be encouraged 
first, thus bringing in workers to buy the house lots in ques- 
tion. 

3. A local industry, possibly two, will move from the town 
unless they soon secure better sites. These would be im- 
mediate gains, new industries would follow. 


Asked by Rep. O’Shan if the county received a higher bid, would 
he advise them to accept it, he answered; “I certainly would. We 
have arrived at a price that is not only fair but even generous.” 

Mr. O’Shea responded to questions of Rep. Ayre that the po- 
tential employment figure would be from 1,000 to 2,000 in the 
area, and the paid wages would compare favorably with those of 
Scott and Willams. 

Rep. Urie queried whether the Community Beach went with 
the property and Mr. Snierson replied that it did and would be 
used by the purchasers of the lots in question. 

Mr. Romeo DuBlois of Ward One spoke in favor of selling to 
this client, even if name is not disclosed, and urged the members 
to take advantage of the plan. 

Mr. Jason Sloan spoke for Mayor Huot and the Councilmen 
who had been present but left for a Council meeting, urging 
favorable consideration. The public hearing was closed at 9 p.m. 

At 9:15 Chairman Varrell called the Convention to order to 
vote upon the Budget. In addition to the members and Com- 
missioners present, Mr. Anderson of the Manchester Union 
Leader and Mr. Smith of the Evening Citizen remained. 

The Commissioners repeated their request to have $10,000.00 
added to the Budget for the County Home expense, citing the 
need for new nurses and higher salaries for all help. Discussion 
ensued. ‘This brought the amount, as requested by the Commis- 
sioners to be raised by taxation, to the figure of $157,885.40. 

It was moved by Rep. Watson, and seconded by Rep. Snow that 
the item of “County Home” in the Budget be raised to $133,000.00. 
It was so voted. 

It was moved by Rep. Snow and seconded by Rep. Urie that 
the amount of “Cash on Hand on December 31, 1959” be changed 
to the figure established in the state audit. ($7,084.57) It was so 
voted. 

It was moved by Rep. Urie and seconded by Rep. Ayre that 
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the amount in the Superior Court fees of $1,700.00 be removed 
from both sides of the Budget. It was so voted. 

It was moved by Rep. Snow and sufficiently seconded that the 
County Budget for 1960 be adopted with the changes as duly 
voted. It was so voted. 

Total Budget $298,054.00 
Income — not taxes 144,730.82

Laconia, N. H. — June 8, 1960 


The Belknap County Convention met at the Court House, 
called to order by Chairman Varrell at 8 p.m. Rev. Thomas Cate 
opened the meeting with prayer. Present were all the members 
of the Convention, including the Delegate from Center Harbor, 
Mr. L. Keith Matheson. Others present were County Attorney 
James O’Neill and Mrs. Helen Martin from the Manchester 
Union Leader. The Chairman read two letters, one from the 
Chamber of Commerce in favor of sale of County land, and one 
from the Laconia Park Commission urging the retention of beach 
privileges on Lake Winnisquam for the use of Laconia. 

It was moved by Rep. Paul Normandin and seconded by Rep. 
Peter Karagianis “That the Belknap County Convention, in ac- 
cordance with RSA 28:7, hereby authorize the County Commis- 
sioners to sell, preferably to the Laconia Industrial Development 
Corporation, that part of Belknap County real estate known as 
the County Farm land and located between the easterly side of 
Lake Winnisquam and North Main Street in Laconia, New 
Hampshire, excepting and reserving therefrom twenty-five acres 
to include the land on which the present Home is located, all for 
a price not less than Two Hundred Thousand Dollars ($200,- 
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000.00) and that any proceeds received from the sale be paid into 
the Belknap County Capital Reserve Fund.” 

General discussion. County Attorney O’Neill answered ques- 
tions of legality. 

Rep. McAllister moved, seconded by Rep. Watson that the 
motion be amended to reserve a strip of land the entire length of 
Lake Winnisquam up to a depth of one thousand feet. Reps. Nor- 
mandin, Urie, Lord, Karagianis and Maclsaac spoke against the 
amendment as being liable to nullify the proposed deal, and 
stating that the selling price will still be subject to the judgment 
of the Commissioners. Rep. McAllister spoke in favor of the 
amendment, believing it would bring a better price for the county. 
Rep. Watson supported the amendment because he felt the price 
mentioned was too low and that the land should be bid. Rep. 
Hart also believed the land should be disposed of by bid. It was 
moved by Rep. O’Shan and seconded by Rep. Karagianis that 
the previous question be called for. It was so voted. 

The amendment presented by Rep. McAllister was then before 
the Convention. Only three having voted for the amendment it 
was lost. 

Rep. Watson moved, seconded by Rep. Hart, that the sum of 
$300,000.00 be substituted for the sum of $200,000.00 in the 
pending motion. General discussion ensued. The Chairman called 
a recess. 

Chairman called to order at 9:30. 

The general questions of placing restrictions on the sale by the 
Commissioners was discussed with the legal advice of the County 
Attorney. Rep. O’Shan spoke against the amendment, as did Rep. 
Urie. Rep. Rollins stated that he was not voting for this sale 
with the thought of Alton alone in mind. The County had owned 
this land for a good many years, and was not in a position to 
develop it. “This is not a high price” he said, “but it seems a fair 
one. I believe it is in the best interest of the county and I am 
inclined to place confidence in those who hold elective office and 
not place restrictions on the sale.” Rep. Snow seconded his re- 
marks and placed confidence in the judgment of L.I.D.C. Rep. 
Atwood also expressed confidence in the personnel of L.I.D.C. 
who made the survey and proposal to the Convention. 

The previous question was moved by Rep. O’Shan, seconded 
by Rep. Normandin. Those voting for the amendment were 
three, so the amendment was lost. 

The previous question on the main motion was moved by Rep. 
Karagianis, seconded by Rep. Oscar Prescott. Rep. Ayre called 
for a Roll Call vote. The Clerk called the roll. Voting “yes” on 
the main motion were Representatives Rollins, Snow, Lord, Pick- 
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ering, Urie, Howe, Atwood, Lacaillade, Normandin, Harkins, 
Ayre, Prescott, Karagianis, O’Shan, Maclsaac, Varrell and Dele- 
gate Matheson. Voting “no” were Representatives McAllister, 
Watson and Hart. Representative Smith passed. ‘The chairman 
declared the motion prevailed. 

Rep. Harkins moved reconsideration of the vote, seconded by 
Rep. Ayre. The motion lost. 

Rep. Hart asked to be recorded as having voted against the 
motion because of the method of the sale, the lack of safeguards 
thereto, and because of his belief that the sale should be subject 
to bid. 

On motion of Rep. Snow, the meeting adjourned at 9:45.

The County Convention met at the Court House, called to 
order by Chairman Varrell at 8 p.m. Present were Representa- 
tives Rollins, McAllister, Watson, Lord, Snow, Smith, Pickering, 
Urie, Howe, Lacaillade, Harkins, Ayre, Prescott, O’Shan, Varrell 
and Atwood. The press was represented by Helen Martin for the 
Manchester Union Leader and Ray Smith for the Citizen. ‘Vhe 
Commissioners were present as was Mr. Randlett, the architect. 
Rep. O’Shan moved that Mr. Dana Beane, Jr. be nominated as a 
member of the Belknap Area Commission for a five year term 
beginning September 15. It was so voted. It was moved and duly 
seconded by Rep. O’Shan that Rep. Lord cast one ballot for the 
election of Dana Beane, Jr. as a member of the Belknap Recre- 
ation Area Commission for five years. This motion was passed 
unanimously. Rep. Lord cast the ballot and the Chairman de- 
clared Dana Beane, Jr. elected for the five year term. 

The chairman called on the Commissioners to present plans 
or recommendations for building at the County Home. They 
called on Mr. Norman Randlett ‘wit presented drawings which 
he called Scheme B and Scheme C. 

Scheme B was an adjunct to the present county building, a 
two story building; the first story could be built for 26 beds and 
the second story later added for 32 beds. The cost would be 
greater in total if built at two periods. At present prices the first 
unit could be built for $405,000.00 with the second story costing 
$183,000.00 for a total of $588,000.00. This is without equipment 
or furniture. The building would be of brick facing on cement 
block and would be fire proof. Equipment was estimated to cost 
$80,000.00. Scheme B provided for pipe from the boiler in the 
present building which would be connected to the new building. 

Scheme C was the same except that the cost of plumbing would 
be increased because the rooms were arranged so that there was a 
closet for each two persons instead of four. The complete cost for 
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Scheme C, with double plumbing would be $635,000.00, exclusive 
of furnishings and equipment. 

After some discussion it was moved by Rep. Snow and duly 
seconded that the Commissioners be asked for any recommenda- 
tions. It was so voted. 

Com. Stafford said that the Commissioners desired to submit 
recommendations in writing. 

Com. Smith said that the expected land deal had not gone 
through yet. The Commissioners were ready to sign the papers. 
He said his wish was not to make any recommendation until the 
county land was sold and money received. 

It was moved by Rep. O’Shan and seconded by Rep. Snow 
that the matter of building plans be laid on the table until writ- 
ten recommendations were received from the County Commis- 
sioners. It was so voted. 

A group of Laconia residents from Winnisquam shore was 
present to acquaint the delegation with the serious algae prob- 
lem. Albert Markot was their spokesman and said he was not 
there to secure action but to acquaint the delegates with con- 
ditions so that action might be taken at the next session of the 
legislature. He was told that favorable action was taken at the 
last session but money was not appropriated and was advised 
to refer it to the Governor who has access to emergency funds. 

The meeting was closed at 9 p.m.

The Executive Committee met in the Court House for their 
quarterly review of the 1960 Budget. Present were Representa- 
tives McAllister, Harkins, O’Shan, Rollins, Atwood and Varrell. 

The Budget was reviewed from the sheet of figures given to 
the Committee by the bookkeeper, Mr. Aiken, the Commis- 
sioners not being present. The items, as presented, seemed to 
favor a balance in the amount of money appropriated in the 
Budget. No record of accounts payable was given. The book- 
keeper furnished information on the proration of taxes on the 
land sold to LIDC on July 13, 1960. The taxes on County land 
and buildings for the year of 1960 are $7,204.80: divided as 
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follows: land assessed for $60,000.00, Farm buildings, barns and 
stock — assessed for $69,350.00. The taxes on the 440 acres 
bought by LIDC were prorated so that they pay $1,468.80 of the 
1960 tax. The County share of the 1960 tax amounts to $5,736.00 
on the tax rate for Laconia of $55.70. 

No action was taken, and there being no further business the 
Committee could transact, it adjourned at 4 p.m.

Laconia, N. H. — December 12, 1960 


A legally called meeting of the Belknap County Legislative 
Convention was called to order by Chairman Varrell at the Court 
House at 8:15 p.m. Present were Representatives Watson, Smith, 
Urie, Howe, Atwood, Lord, Lacaillade, Normandin, Harkins, 
Ayre, Prescott, Karagianis, MacIsaac and Varrell as well as Dele- 
gate Matheson of Center Harbor. 

County officials were present including County Attorney-elect 
Brouillard. The Clerk read the call of the meeting — to consider 
payment of a judgment rendered by the Court against Belknap 
County — and to hear any written recommendations the County 
Commissioners might have as to erection of a new County In- 
firmary. The last item of business being in accordance with a 
statement of the Chairman of the County Commissioners that 
they would be ready with recommendations when the money was 
received for the sale of County land. 

The Chairman asked the Clerk to read the letter received from 
County Treasurer Parker. (Copy attached to original record) 
Mr. Parker was called on and explained that he paid the judg- 
ment when a writ was served on him as County Treasurer. The 
original request for the payment was made to the Commissioners 
on June 10. Payment not being made, the U. S. Marshal again 
approached the Commissioners (according to the statement of 
the Chairman who informed the Marshal that the payment was 
not up to them and they would not pay unless on advice of the 
County Attorney). Subsequently the writ was served on the 
County Treasurer who had no choice but to pay the amount. 
The Treasurer read the law which provides that a judgment 
against the County must be paid, and if current funds are not 
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sufficient, the Treasurer must send a warrant to each town in 
the County for their share of the amount, this being payable 
within forty days. 

The County Attorney explained the situation in detail. He 
had sought the opinion of the Attorney General as to whether 
the overage payment was payable by the County or by the new 
Recreation Area Commission. The Attorney General’s reply was 
that the statute passed in 1959 mentioned current bills as pay- 
able by the Area Commission but that this judgment was not a 
current bill. 

Discussion by the Convention and questions answered by the 
County Attorney made plain that the members did not favor 
asking the municipalities for an additional tax this year. It was 
decided that money could not be taken from the Capital Reserve 
Fund for this purpose. The Attorney recommended that the 
money be borrowed and an attempt be made to recover the pay- 
ment from the insurance company. He has already started the 
procedure because of evidence which he has which indicates that 
the insured would have settled, at one time, for the amount of 
insurance. He also recommended that the County hire Special 
Counsel if legal action is taken. He stated that the amount of 
insurance carried on the chair tow by the County Commissioners 
was $25,000-$30,000.00. The overage against the County is 
$12,583.34 plus $141.83 poundage, and $7.20 demand and travel, 
making a total of $12,732.37. 

Because of the law passed in 1959 which authorizes the Execu- 
tive Committee to give the Treasurer authority to borrow money, 
and because a majority of the Executive Committee being absent 
because of weather conditions, the following motion was made 
by Rep. Urie and seconded by Rep. Karagianis: 

“I move that this Convention recommend to the Executive 
Committee that they authorize the Treasurer, upon the order of 
the Commissioners, to borrow the sum of Twelve Thousand 
Seven Hundred and Thirty-two Dollars and Thirty-seven cents 
($12,732.37) to reimburse the Belknap County account pending 
the settlement of the case against the Insurance Company, or 
until the next Budget for the County be voted.” 

The motion was adopted unanimously. 

. The Clerk asked the County Attorney for letters in regard to 
the Insurance Case for the records, and he promised to send 
her these. 

In regard to the new building, the Chairman read a letter 
from the Chamber of Commerce, (Copy appended to original 
record) asking for further study before action was taken by the

Convention. Members of the srg were present but did not 
speak. 

syeiheahe Smith of the Commissioners was asked what recom- 
mendations his Board ‘had at this time. He replied that the 
Board had no recommendations, either oral or written. When 
asked by the Clerk if they would give the reasons for the decision, 
Com. Smith replied, with the concurrence of Commissioner 
Hubbard: 

1. They had met with the Chamber of Commerce who asked 
for further delay and study before such an important de- 
cision was made. 

2. The new development at the County land site was expand- 
ing and it might not be feasible to build at that spot if 

expansion continued. 

3. The new Congress will make some changes in aid to old 
people and dependents, also in aid for building. It may be 
that an Infirmary will not be needed. 


As no recommendation was made, the Convention took no action.

It was so voted. 

Dr. Lacaillade, Chairman of the Area Commission spoke 
briefly and thanked the Convention for the action taken tonight. 
He stated that the Insurance on the Chair Tow etc. had been 
increased substantially. 

Upon motion of Rep. Harkins, the gorge adjourned at 9:25 
p.m.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Belknap County: 

In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Belknap County herewith sub- 
mit the annual report of the Commissioners along with the 
Treasurer, Superintendent and Matron of the County Home and 
House of Correction, Clerk of Superior Court, County Attorney, 
Chaplain, Sheriff, Auditors and County Extension Service for the 
year ending December 31, 1960. 

The Board of County Commissioners is pleased to report twelve 
of the county’s Dependent Children were either re-united with 
their parents, adopted or became of age to be self-sufficient. At 
Christmastime, toys and clothing were given to 67 children and 
the Commissioners’ office arranged for Christmas dinners for 22 
families. 

The year 1960 indicates a marked increase in the aid given to 
Veterans. This increase can be attributed to the fact that more 
Veterans needed assistance due to domestic difficulties and also 
because of the increase of seasonal unemployment. 

Our Surplus Food program has been reorganized during the 
past year and the Commissioners’ office has assumed the respon- 
sibility of supervising this very beneficial program. This office 
now certifies and delivers the Surplus Food to the recipients in 
all the ten towns in the County. At the present time the follow- 
ing foods are available to those eligible: corn meal, white and 
dark flour, dried eggs and dried milk, rice, lard and butter. Since 
the program has been reorganized, the number of people receiving 
Surplus Food in Belknap County has doubled. The City of 
Laconia handles and distributes the foods to all eligible State, 
City and County cases in Laconia under the Commissioners’ office 
supervision. It is hoped that other food items will be added to 
this present list and as soon as the Federal government releases 
any additional items they will be made available to those eligible 
in Belknap County. 

For the past two years, the Spaulding Fund sponsored a pro- 
gram, through the New Hampshire Social Welfare Council, which 
provided a part-time occupational therapist at the Belknap 
County Home. As the Spaulding Fund money has been with- 
drawn, the Belknap County Commissioners, after conferring with 
others interested in this worthwhile project are considering the 
services of a part-time occupational therapist to continue this 
program. 

Members of the legal profession of Belknap County have been 
provided a room at the Court House for a Law Library. 
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That part of Belknap County real estate known as the County 
Farm land and located between the easterly side of Lake Winnis- 
quam and North Main Street in Laconia, excepting and reserving 
therefrom twenty-five acres to include the land on which the 
present Home is located, was sold to the Laconia Industrial De- 
velopment Corporation for $200,000.00 cash, deposited to the 
Belknap County Capital Reserve Fund. 

The following recommendations, concerning construction of a 
new Infirmary were submitted by the Commissioners: 


1. We do hereby recommend that immediate construction of 
a 60 bed infirmary be started on a site adjacent to the pres- 
ent County Home. 

2. That the Commissioners be allowed to apply for all State 
and Federal aid available to the County for said construc- 
tion. 

3. ‘That the County Delegation provide in the 1960 Budget 
sufficient funds to cover architectural and engineering fees 
necessary before ground is broken, by authorizing said funds 
to come from the Capital Reserve Account. 

4. ‘That after determination of total costs of construction, less 
the amount of State and Federal aid available, the balance 
of costs to Belknap County be covered by issuance of long 
term bonds. 

5. ‘The Commissioners further recommend that the delegation 
appoint a building committee to work with said Commis- 
sioners on this project and that at least one member of this 
committee be a local practicing Medical Doctor. 


The Board of County Commissioners appreciate and wish to 
thank all County officials and employees for their help and co- 
operation, also all individuals, and the many clubs and organiza- 
tions who have contributed to the welfare and happiness of the 
inmates at the County Home and Infirmary.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 
All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the Su- 
perior Court during the periods under review were examined 
and compared with corresponding entries in the Treasurer’s rec- 
ords. Supporting invoices and payrolls were also examined and the 
classification of expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s bal- 
ance as of December 31, 1959, is shown in Exhibit F-2. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 

The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of Court of 
Belknap County were examined. Court receipts were checked by 
source, insofar as possible, and found to be properly recorded. 
Court orders issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, 
vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court 
Justice. 

COUNTY FARM 

The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the County 
Farm were examined. Receipts of the County Farm were checked 
by source through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts, as 
recorded in the cash book, were properly accounted for by the 
Superintendent through remittances to the County Treasurer. 

Classified summary statements of receipts and expenditures of 
the County Institution for the years 1958 and 1959 are presented 
in Exhibits I-] and I-2, respectively. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
“Fines and Forfeits — Superior Court”: 

It has been the practice to include as an estimated revenue item 
each year in the County budget, the sum of $1,700.00, under the 
heading of “Fines and Forfeits — Superior Court.” Inasmuch as 
such funds received by the Clerk of Court are used to balance his 
account with the County, they should not be considered as esti- 
mated revenue in the County budget due to the fact that they are 
not turned over to the County Treasurer. 
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Payments of Wages to Part-time Employees: 

It was noted that payments of wages to part-time employees 
were made out of the petty cash fund at the County Farm. All 
such payments should be included on the regular County Farm 
payrolls with the proper deductions for social security and with- 
holding taxes. 


County Taxes Paid After December Seventh: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 29, Section 1], of 
the Revised Statutes Annotated, interest at the rate of ten per 
cent per annum should be collected on County Taxes which are 
paid after December Seventh. 


Discounts: 

All bills which are received at the County Farm should be 
checked at once by the Superintendent and, if approved by him, 
sent to the Commissioner’s office, in order that they may be paid 
before the discount period expires. It is noted that discounts are 
being lost through failure to make payments before the expiration 
of the time limit. 


Conclusion: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws 
of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of its findings and 
recommendations (letter of transmittal) should be published in 
the next annual report of the County. This letter of transmittal 
should be included in its entirety but the publication of Exhibits 
is optional. 

The appreciation and thanks of this Division is hereby ex- 
pressed to the officials of Belknap County and their office staffs 
for the assistance rendered during the course of the audit.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Belknap County: 


We hereby submit our annual report of activities here at the 
Belknap County Home for the year 1960. 

The Infirmary has been operating at nearly 90 per cent of 
peak capacity, as evidenced by an average of 73.4 patients per 
day. 

Considerable attention has been given to the appearance of 
the patients’ rooms, which have been improved by new linoleums, 
curtains and towel rods, and redecoration of walls and ceilings. 

The past year has also seen the new bathroom on the second 
floor of the main hospital completed and put into operation, 
which contributes materially to comfort of these patients. 

A small amount of new equipment has been purchased to 
meet our ever-increasing needs. 

There has been a general improvement in the diet of not only 
the patients but of everyone at the Home by the increased use 
of beef and pork, most of which has been raised on the Farm. 
There has also been an increase in the consumption of fowl. 

One noteworthy feature in the operation of the Jail this year 
is the fact that the total time spent by inmates has exceeded, by 
160 per cent, that of the previous year. This is naturally reflected 
as an increase in expenditures. 

Several improvements have been made in the laundry and 
storeroom in the west wing; in the House of Correction dining 
room, and in the basement kitchen. One improvement in the 
latter has been the erection of a storm entrance at the main door. 

Turning to the subject of Farm operations, perhaps the most 
significant fact is the reduction of our farming area to a mere 
25 acres, which will involve considerable change in the general 
economy of the Home. 

With regard to crop production, it may be said that, with the 
exception of potatoes, it has been a good year. Our hay yield was 
exceptionally good. 

A great deal of work has been done on the barn: new drinking- 
cups have been installed, the stanchions and barn interior have 
been painted, all the windows have been repaired and painted, 
repairs made to the cribs and piping. 

We wish here to take the opportunity of expressing our ap- 
preciation of all that has been done for us in making the opera- 
tion of the institution successful. First, we want to thank our 
predecessors for their aid in the initial stages of, what was for 
us, a new undertaking. Next we express our gratitude to the 
Commissioners and the members of the County Delegation for 
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their guidance and counsel; to the State, County and Municipal 
law enforcement officials who have rendered aid on several oc- 
casions; to all other County employees for their splendid co- 
operation; and to our Chaplains for their interest in the spiritual 
welfare of all those under our care; to the Doctors for their 
services; to the volunteer workers who have contributed freely 
of their time and effort to the occupational therapy program; to 
the Altrusa Club and the County Home Auxiliary for their many 
activities enjoyed by one and all at the Home; to the relatives 
and other visitors who play such an important part in the lives 
of our aged; and to the various groups who have provided musical 
and other entertainment at the Home; to the Funeral Homes 
for their prompt and courteous service and for the beautiful 
flowers delivered to the Home. 

Finally, we want to thank all employees for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties.

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REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN — 1960 


To the Belknap County Commissioners: 


I hereby submit my report for 1960. This report relates prin- 
cipally to the Belknap County Home, with some reference to the 
Jail and the House of Correction as chaplain service relates to 
these. 


I consider the citizens of Belknap County most fortunate in 
having so fine an institution in its service to the residents of the 
Home. Basic needs of people are here being well met for the 
ill, the infirm, the aged, the handicapped. ‘The Home provides 
home, sustenance, shelter, medical and nursing care, comfort and 
security for those who dwell there. The Jail and the House of 
Correction are important also. 


There is one area of need not yet specifically mentioned, the 
area of the intangible but real needs of the spirit. There are, of 
course, spiritual elements in all that is being done. It is in this 
field that the chaplain’s service primarily lies. He seeks to bring 
comfort and cheer, encouragement and counsel, and to aid per- 
sons in acquiring a sense of fellowship with God and to aid to a 
personal faith. There are varied and related aspects to this pur- 
pose. 


Once a month a religious service is held. The usual service con- 
sists of hymns, scripture reading and prayer, and a spiritual mes- 
sage.

REPORT OF THE BELKNAP COUNTY 
COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 
1960 


County funds augment state and federal funds to maintain 
an off-campus system of educational Cooperative Extension Serv- 
ice work in the county. 

Accomplishments from this work are the direct results of joint 
financing, planning and administration of the work, by the 
people of the county, the University of New Hampshire and the 
United States Department of Agriculture. 

There are four agents on the Belknap County Extension Serv- 
ice staff. They represent four main fields of endeavor; namely, 
Agriculture, Home Economics, Youth and Forestry. In the case 
of forestry the agent divides his time equally with Strafford 
County. 

The general duties of the agents are to inform the people of 
the county of the rapid changes in land use policies; new practices 
and techniques in Farm and Home Management, Youth or- 
ganizations and projects, and Forestry; the use and conservation 
of our forest lands; marketing of Farm, Home and Forest Prod- 
ucts and the development of new markets for same. 

The agents use an educational approach rather than a service 
approach to carry out the above duties. Work is accomplished 
through group meetings with demonstrations of new techniques; 
informational reports in the form of news letters, news articles, 
radio programs, TV programs through the educational Channel 
1] at Durham; and through individual farm, home and wood- 
land visits. 

The programs are centered around requests for assistance from 
the people of the county. In the case of agriculture and forestry, 
most requests are for farm or woodland visits where the problems 
may be viewed and discussed jointly by the landowner and the 
agent. Home demonstration and Youth work is more adapted to 
the group approach, where individual and group demonstrations, 
or other group methods, are used more often than with the in- 
dividual approach. 

The everyday living of most families in the county involve one 
or more of the following topics: Agriculture, Home Economics, 
Youth or Forestry. This applies to all families —in city, village 
or in rural areas. Can your County Cooperative Extension Service 
be of service to you in any of these areas of interest?
